The first witness called was 
Carl Flick.Steger who’ said that 
he wor a German national living 
fn the Kowlooh Hetel while await- 
ing repatrintion to Germany.

Admirat Cunningham, 9 who 
stepped down as First Sea 
Lord jn June, 1946, spoke on 
the oceasian of his being 
awarded the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws from Leeds 
University, He acknowledged 
the bomb as” the greatest 
achievement. of science during 
the hut said military peo- 
ple “had not much cause for 
patiafnetion that atomic enerity 
was produced as a weapon.

IIe snid he did not “entirely 
hold the view that war under 
atomic conditions would neces- 
sarily mean the end of civiliza- 
tion, but under continual threat 
of a sudden atomic attack, even 
if ‘there is no’ war, the, possl- 
bility of atumic attack ia per- 
fectly appalling.” 

He said that although he had 
hopes the bomb would be out- 
lawed, “the outlook at the mo- 
ment is distinctly unpromis- 
ing.”"—United Press.
